Flavor  and  diversify  was  added  to  the  1963-64 
school  year  through  convocations,  career  day,  and 
programs  dealing  with  college  preparation.  Birch 
Bayh,  Junior  Senator  from  Indiana,  spoke  to  the 
student  body  about  the  responsibilities  of  living  in 
a  democracy.  Other  convocations  ranged  from  a 
lecture  on  seal  hunting  to  Vic  Hyde's  one-man- 
band.  The  Sunshine  Society  presented  the  Christ¬ 
mas  convocation  aided  by  the  choir  and  speech 
department,  and  eight  speech  students,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Connie  Stavropulos,  presented  the 
one-act  play  Mother  of  Gesta  for  the  Easter  convo¬ 
cation.

We  Struggle  with  Translations  and  Recitation 


Whether  caroling  in  French  or  listening  to  news 
from  our  Spanish-speaking  neighboring  countries, 
it  is  good  to  be  ‘‘in  the  know."  Spanish,  French, 
and  the  ever  good  basic  Latin  courses  are  offered 
to  the  students  at  CCJHS.  The  equipment  in  these 
departments  is  the  very  best.  Spanish  and  French 
classes  have  language  Sab  equipment  which  is 
priceless  for  learning  correct  pronunciations.  Three 
years  of  Spanish,  two  of  French,  and  two  of  Latin 
provide  an  excellent  background  for  the  students 
who  are  planning  further  language  study  in  college.

Sulfur  fumes  from  room  10,  microscopes  and 
disected  worms,  generators  and  E  —  MC2  form  a 
part  of  the  science  department.  Biology,  a  required 
freshman  subject,  gives  the  student  a  chance  to 
satisfy  his  curiosity  of  ‘‘What  makes  things  tick." 
From  the  tiny  amoeba  to  the  fish  in  the  biology 
room’s  aquarium,  the  students  study  and  draw  their 
observations.  Not  only  is  the  animal  world  investi¬ 
gated,  but  also  the  plant  kingdom. 

Juniors  and  seniors  in  chemistry  classes  experi¬ 
mented  in  the  well-equipped  labs  and  wrote 
reports  in  workbooks.  Beginning  in  the  second 
semester,  special  projects  made  the  class  indi¬ 
vidualistic.  Those  projects  which  rated  high  enough 
traveled  to  the  Regional  Science  Fair  in  the  spring. 

Satellites,  rockets,  even  thoughts  of  going  to  the 
moon  are  close  to  the  physics  student.  This  elective 
subject  for  those  taking  fourth  year  math  delves 
into  the  mysteries  of  heat,  light,  and  sound.  Photog¬ 
raphy  is  studied  with  CCJHS’s  dark  room.  Practical 
physics  presents  an  over-all  view  of  science.  The 
group  visited  community  factories  for  illustrations  of 
what  they  studied  in  the  classroom.

Induce  Much  Thought  and  Concentration 


From  the  freshman  algebra  student  to  the  senior 
trigonometry  student,  math  courses  are  in  evidence 
in  every  year  of  high  school.  Although  only  one 
year  of  math  is  required  to  graduate,  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  math  courses  is  offered:  freshman,  junior,  and 
college  algebra,  plane  and  solid  geometry,  trig¬ 
onometry,  and  general  math. 

Students  become  familiar  with  Pythagoras, 
K=\/ s(s  a)  (s-b)  (s-c),  axioms,  compasses,  and  the 
sine,  cosine  and  tangent.  Skills  used  as  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  more  advanced  mathematics  are  formulated 
in  these  classes.  However,  practical  information  for 
other  occupations  is  of  primary  importance  because 
of  the  increased  demand  of  knowledge  in  this  field 

Preparing  CCJHS  students  for  jobs  and  vocations 
in  the  future  rates  as  the  greatest  goal  in  the  math 
department.  To  keep  up  with  the  fast-growing  math¬ 
ematical  world,  the  math  instructors  are  learning 
themselves  by  attending  evening  courses.

Students  Take  Glimpse  of  the  Business  World 


Offering  courses  from  the  freshman  through  the 
senior  year,  the  commercial  department  meets  the 
needs  of  students  who  are  interested  in  learning 
about  the  business  world.  General  business  initiates 
freshmen  in  vocational  practices  and  personal  busi¬ 
ness  methods.  From  there,  interested  students  may 
select  from  a  number  of  advanced  courses.  Book¬ 
keeping  emphasizes  assets  and  liabilities,  debits 
and  credits,  and  tax  information.  Shorthand  teaches 
a  faster  method  of  writing  useful  to  those  taking 
dictation.  During  second  year  shorthand,  students 
learn  to  transcribe  and  type  neat  copies  of  letters. 
In  typing,  all  students  master  the  keys  for  neater 
themes,  letters,  and  reports.  Commercial  math  and 
business  English  offer  special  information  to  busi¬ 
ness  majors.  Advanced  secretarial  students  who 
have  had  shorthand  qualify  for  secretarial  science 
and  learn  to  use  comptometers,  calculators,  ten-key 
adding  machines,  transcribing  and  duplicating 
equipment.  Other  students  select  office  practice  for 
advanced  typing,  filing  and  other  clerical  duties.

In  assuming  the  responsibilities  of  the  adult 
world,  many  of  us  will  be  raising  families  of  our 
own.  Learning  the  responsibilities  of  managing  and 
striving  for  an  ideal  home  are  difficult  tasks  without 
proper  guidance.  The  food  labs,  sewing  room  and 
lounge  area  provide  interested  girls  an  opportunity 
to  obtain  these  important  aspects  of  home  life. 

The  first  year  students  receive  general  informa¬ 
tion  including  foods,  clothing,  housing,  health, 
child  development,  family  relationships,  and  home 
economics  careers.  Each  year  following  the  first  one 
emphasizes  advanced  information  on  nutrition, 
home  nursing,  and  the  other  areas  included  in  first 
year  classes.  Besides  making  wool  garments,  budg¬ 
eting,  and  discussing  home  management,  the  fourth 
year  home  economics  class  experiment  in  preparing 
foods  in  many  different  ways.

Separated  from  the  main  building,  the  boys  vo¬ 
cational  department  meets  and  works.  Woodwork¬ 
ing  I  and  II  deals  with  the  basic  and  advanced 
fundamentals  of  machinery  and  hand  tools.  During 
the  last  six-weeks,  a  new  project  was  initiated.  The 
boys  built  scale  model  homes  and  studied  con¬ 
struction  techniques. 

In  Machine  Shop  I  and  II  students  learn  how  to 
run  lathes  and  other  types  of  equipment. 

Machine  and  architectural  drafting  and  blue 
print  reading  are  taught  in  the  beginning  and 
advanced  drafting  courses. 

Agriculture  students  use  the  classroom  and  the 
out  of  doors  as  they  study  animal  husbandry,  soils, 
crops,  farm  management  and  financing.

Special  standards  issued  by  the  government  are 
used  to  see  how  we  CCJHS  students  measure  up  to 
the  average  American.  The  result?  Some  do;  others 
don’t,  but  most  everyone  ends  up  sore  and  some¬ 
what  weak. 

Besides  the  exercises,  physical  education  class,  a 
required  freshman  and  sophomore  course,  engage  in 
outdoor  and  indoor  sports.  Tennis,  swimming,  soccer, 
and  baseball  provide  us  with  a  chance  to  become 
familiar  and  even  master  many  sports. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  gym  replaces  out¬ 
door  activities.  Divided  by  the  al|-familiar  curtain 
called  the  ‘‘parachute",  the  gym  becomes  a  place 
to  participate  in  basketball,  volleyball,  tumbling, 
trampoline  jumping,  and  weight-lifting. 

Physical  fitness  by  classroom  means  films,  ex¬ 
amples,  and  books  of  the  human  body  and  its 
functions.  Ways  to  keep  our  bodies  strong  and  able 
are  taught  and  discussed  in  health  class.

Summer  School  Expands  Curriculum 


“Happy  day,  school’s  out,”  is  a  familiar  cry  at 
the  end  of  May,  but  not  for  all.  The  summer  school 
program  was  expanded  so  that  anyone  desiring  to 
take  the  eight-week,  two-semester  course  could  if 
fifteen  others  were  interested.  In  1963  school  of¬ 
ficials  recorded  456  students  enrolled,  taking 
courses  in  biology.  United  States  history,  world  his¬ 
tory,  typing,  and  driver’s  training.  Approximately 
twenty  faculty  members  taught  the  five  courses  that 
were  offered. 

While  143  students  met  summer  requirements  in 
the  classroom,  a  total  of  303  students  chose  1o 
"drive-out”  their  requisites  in  the  two  week  driver's 
training  program.  From  early  morning  until  evening, 
seven  cars  and  ten  faculty  members  taught  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  15  to  17  year  old  set  the  techniques  of 
driving.  Dr.  Bennett,  school  superintendent,  stated 
that  summer  driver’s  training  courses  prevented  bad 
weather  from  interfering  with  the  instruction. 

A  year  round  program  of  education  broadens  the 
opportunities  for  CCJHS  students  to  keep  up  with 
the  world  of  today.

The  Columbia  City  Eagles  start  their  1963-64 
basketball  season.  In  December  the  team  defeated 
the  Berne  Bears  to  win  their  own  holiday  tourney 
for  the  first  time.  The  Eagles  ended  their  season 
victorious  in  12  of  18  starts,  losing  only  to  such 
powerful  teams  as  the  Elkhart  Blue  Blazers  and  the 
Huntington  Vikings. 

Coach  Hammel  received  his  traditional  shower 
as  the  Eagles  captured  their  fifth  sectional  cham¬ 
pionship  in  six  years.  Host  team,  the  Warsaw  Tigers, 
fell  prey  to  the  high  flying  Eagles  in  a  thrilling  final 
game.  This  gave  the  Eagles  the  first  trophy  to  be 
presented  at  the  sectional  tourney.  Another  star  was 
added  to  the  Eagle  “Crown  of  Glory”  as  they 
scored  104  points  against  the  Milford  Trojans  in 
the  afternoon  game  of  the  sectional.  This  was  the 


first  time  since  the  1909-10  season  that  Columbia 
City  has  scored  more  than  1  00  points. 

The  reserves,  under  the  able  coaching  of  George 
Kind,  finished  their  season  with  an  impressive  record 
of  15  wins  and  5  losses.  Their  most  disappointing 
loss  was  to  Elkhart,  when  a  last  minute  shot  closed 
the  game  in  favor  of  the  Blue  Blazers.  The  high 
point  of  the  reserve  season  was  the  win  over  once 
beaten  Huntington. 

Coach  Roger  Tuggle's  Freshman  team,  overcom¬ 
ing  the  handicaps  of  illness,  broken  bones,  mono¬ 
nucleosis  came  through  with  a  successful  season. 
The  A-team  had  a  1  3  win  —  4  loss  record;  the  B- 
team  won  4  games  and  lost  only  once.
